of $3,600. All fines and court 
costs would go into the village 
treasury. 


HOOVER * ESTIMATED 
the 
$3,600 salary to Neumann repre 
sents “about one-fifth of what lie 
now receives in fees.” 
The committee will recommend 
an annual salary for village pro­ 
secutor Sam L. Miller, now' paid 
on a fee basis. His monthly earn­ 
ings were estimated by Hoover at 
about $300. 
Passage of the judicial ballot 
would have eliminated so-called 
fee justices and left their ap­ 
pointment to the county circuit 
court judges, it was noted. 
Hoover added that Des Plaines 
recently put its magistrate on the 
payroll. State statutes allow com­ 
munities to pay its magistrates 
on a fee or salary basis.

Illinois Commerce Commis­ 
sion’s order granting a basic 
24 per cent increase in fares. 
THE APPROVED new program 
calls for elimination of 22 “ inner- 
belt” stations, revision of ticket 
and price structure and a hike in 
fares 
for 
the 
new' 
unlimited 
monthly ticket which replaces the 
present 46-ride arrangem ent. 
The railroad term ed the pro­ 
gram , approved Friday. Nov. 14, 
as a “giant contribution toward 
the preservation of Chicago's sub­ 
urban transportation system .” 
Less 
enthusiastic 
was 
the 
Northwestern Commuters 
asso­ 
ciation, which is studying 
the 
program “to decide what our (the 
associations* next 
action 
will 
be.” 
Attorney H arry Booth, repre­ 
senting the association, called the 
order a “ frightful blow to North 
W estern com m uters.” 
RAILROAD authorities tried to 
ease the “ blow” by pointing out 
that the dropping of nine stations 
on the lin es Wisconsin (north­ 
west) division will cut running 
time of m any com m uter trains as 
much as 21 minutes. 
Stations to be dropped are Ma­ 
plewood, 
Avondale, 
Parkview, 
Kostner, M ayfair, Peterson and 
Sauganash in Chicago, as well as 
Skokie and Lincolnw’ood 
stops 
The Irving Park station in Chi­ 
cago will be relocated to a point 
just east of Redvale.

The 
Columbus 
Boychoir 
of 
Princeton, N. J., appearing 
in 
Arlington Heights Sunday, Nov. 
30, originated as a community 
enterprise in Columbus. Ohio, led 
by Herbert Huffman, then minis­ 
ter of music at the Broad Street 
Presbyterian church. 
. 
Assisted by the Kiwanis club 
and the Broad Street church, he 
founded the Columbus Boychoir 
school in 1940 with an enrollment 
of 30 boys from the city. Almost 
at once the choir attracted atten­ 
tion far beyond the city limits 
and after local and then national 
radio performances, the boys cap­ 
tured the 
hearts 
and 
critical 
praise of New Yorkers when they 
made their metropolitan debut in 
Town Hall in 1943. 
• * • 
ANNEAL 
SELLOUT 
tours, 
which carried the choir to packed 
houses 
throughout 
the 
United 
States and Canada, endeared the 
boys to millions. Concerts were 
given in Carnegie Hall, the Acad­ 
emy of Music in Philadelphia and 
virtually every principal audito­ 
rium in the country. 
The boys 
have sung with the New’ 
York 
Philharmonic symphony orches­ 
tra. the Philadelphia orchestra, 
the NBC Symphony under the di­ 
rection of Arturo Toscanini. 
They made a film for RHO call­ 
ed “ America’s 
Singing 
Boys ‘ 
which told the story of the Boy­ 
choir and its school in 8.000 the­ 
atres at home and abroad. The 
State Department included 
the 
Boychoir School in one of its films 
for distribution around the world. 
Pressure of applications from 
all over the United States led to 
the establishment of a boarding 
school in 1950 at a new location, 
Princeton, N. J., where the Boy­ 
choir occupied the former Lam­ 
bert estate 
known 
as 
“Albe­ 
marle.” Here, in a lovely, spa­ 
cious residential environment, the 
school offers an opportunity for 
combined musical and academic 
training of high standard to quali­ 
fied boys regardless of religious

Enrollment in the ninth grade | 
is normally small, for by that 
time boys have usually become

(Arlington Heights) where Har­ 
old had worked, and friends and 
neighbors donated their blood. 
“Harold was a fireman in Ar­

No Income Tax 
Sex Education 


Having worked with E. F. Laurin, I know 
that he is primarily concerned with the best in­ 
terests of our schools. I have the same primary 
concern. Because of this, I must disagree with 
his recommendation of a state income tex for 
schools: 
First. A state Income tax has been held 
unconstitutional by the Illinois Supreme 
court. The court must reverse itself to hold 
such a tax valid, even for school purposes. 
Reversal is extremely doubtful. If the in­ 
come tax is again held unconstitutional, the 
schools would lose completely the badly 
needed extra revenue for at least two >ears 
until the legislature meets again. 
Second. 
Only by a constitutional amend­ 
ment could there be a guarantee that the income 
taxes would be devoted solely to school pur­ 
poses. If the Supreme court should now' uphold 
an income tax because of the worthy purpose, 
the legislature would be free to divert the in­ 
come tax proceeds to other purposes, in whole 
or in part, and to increase the rate. If this hap­ 
pened, the schools would be blamed for the in­ 
come tax. 
Third. A state income tax is not wanted by 
the voters and consequently the legislators will 
not be too favorable. The constitutional amend­ 
ment on taxes was voted down a few years ago 
largely because it specifically authorized an in­ 
come tax. 
There would be no decrease, or saving, in 
real estate taxes through an income tax. 
School needs are for additional revenue—for 
an increase in the present state ald. To the 
extent state aid is increased, local taxes will 
not be increaaed, but there will be no over­ 
all saving. 
Illinois legislators should be told of the 
pressing need of schools for more state aid. 
Illinois ranks very low among the states in this 
field. But requests for increased state aid should 
not be tied to any specific state tax, let alone an 
income tax. The legislature should determine 
the source of the funds, either by diversion 
from less essential needs or by such tax meas­ 
ures as it may itself propound.

No Incorporation 


I have recently been disturbed by the reac­ 
tion of my friends and neighbors to a plan for 
sex education in the public schools of Palatine. 
I am no expert in the field of education—or 
sex either for that matter. My sole contact with 
education has been to get a rather limited one 
for myself. I am not a parent, in fact. I am not 
even married. So I feel that I can view the sub­ 
ject objectively, and that my objective observa­ 
tions may be helpful. 
As I see it, public schools do not exist 
and function for the parents, not even a 
majority of the parents. The schools do not 
exist and function for the children either, 
not even a majority of the children. The 
public schools exist and function for the ben­ 
efit of society as a whole. Therefore the val­ 
ue of any school program depends upon its 
value to society. 
Obviously, it is of value to society to have 
its children educated in matters of sex and par­ 
enthood at the proper time in their lives, in the 
proper place, and in the proper manner. 
This education is primarily the right and the 
duty of the parents. Evidently, many Palatine 
parents feel inadequate to the task. I do not be­ 
lieve it would be a good thing for the children 
or for society to allow these parents to shrug 
off their responsibility in the m atter upon the 
public schools. 
If the public schools would like to be 
helpful In the matter, let them institute a 
course in the evening for parents—to help 
them learn how to instruct their children. 
The course could be held one evening a 
week for 8 or IO weeks. Literature and train­ 
ing aids could be loaned to the parents to 
use when instructing their children. Con­ 
ferences could be held to discuss specific 
difficulties parents encounter In dealing 
with their children. 
Closely coordinated 
courses could be set up in the various 
churches to provide the children with both 
moral and logical grounds for practicing the 
virtue of chastity. 
The above outlined program would provide 
the sex education the children need, tailored and 
aimed to fit the needs of each individual child. 
It would help the parents move closer to their 
children at a critical time in their lives. It might 
help clear things up for some of the parents, too.

Mr. Hoffman has not built a “mock 
community” in Hoffman Estates. 
He has 
been in operation here for more than three 
years. His company has built and established 
communities in thirteen other states across 
the country. He has publicly stated his desire 
to continue building in and around the area 
of Hoffman Estates and has time and again 
been more than generous in his financial 
contributions to various community organiza­ 
tions whose services benefit all residents. 
I believe it is time that the residents of this 
community look upon not only F A S Construc­ 
tion Company but their very own neighbors 
(with whom they have every right to disagree) 
with less suspicion and distrust and instead 
adopt a more adult and a more Christian atti­ 
tude of understanding that Mr. Hoffman and 
your neighbors are human beings who have the ^ 
right of deciding for themselves the value* that 
incorporation may bring to their homes, fami­ 
lies and business operations.

Presbyterians Show the W ay 
In Stewardship Leadership

The 
Presbyterian 
Church 
(pardon, we are United Pres­ 
byterians now ) is one of the 
few churches in America which 
does not set a benevolence bud­ 
get and assigns no dollar ap­ 
portionments to synods, pres­ 
byteries or congregations. 
I had not realized how' for­ 
ward-looking this attitude is 
until I saw a reprint of an ar­ 
ticle from the Newsletter of 
the Lutheran Laymen’s Move­ 
ment of the United Lutheran 
Church. 
*‘There is a continuing ten­ 
sion because there is continu­ 
ing task that is never complet­ 
ed, never even fully started. 
Vision always outruns perform­ 
ance; and responsibility, as the 
Presbyterian* see it, is more 
closely related to vision than to 
past or hoped for perform­ 
ance.” 
• * • 
THE ARTICLE was written 
by Pastor Samuel E. Kidd, of 
the United Lutheran Church. 
Because it was commendatory, 
it was reprinted in ’’Presby­ 
terian Life,” the Presbyterian 
church’s magazine. 
There are three aspects of 
what is now termed “The Gen­ 
eral Mission of the Church’* 
wliich is basically what used 
to be termed “Benevolences,** 
which Past ca* Kidd views with 
approval. This attitude of pro­ 
gram gives expression to t h e 
tension which faith makes in­ 
escapable. No one can fully 
measure, let alone realize, the 
total task of the church. 
The 
program of general mission is 


always open-ended at the top. 
However, the faith (rf t h e 
church may be expressed in 
terms of dollars given, there is 
work waiting to be done. The 
obligation to preach the gospel 
to every creature to the utter­ 
most parts of the earth is the 
kind of task which cannot be 
completed in any generation. 


A second wholesome factor is 
the application of proportion­ 
ate responsibility and propor­ 
tionate response. This is norm­ 
ally recognized within l o c a l 
congregations when the giving 
of individuals is discussed. No 
two persons or families have 
identical stewardship respon­ 
sibilities. Nor do any two con­ 
gregations. Representatives of 
the Presbytery call upon the 
officers of each local church 
and discuss the General Mis­ 
sion and the Local Mission, 
which is wtiat was formerly in­ 
cluded in the Current Expense 
Budget. Each church is en­ 
couraged to think in terms of 
proportionate 
sharing. 
T h e 
present hope for many congre­ 
gations is that they may ad­ 
vance to spending one dollar on 
the general mission for each 
two dollars spent locally. Each 
congregation sets its own pace 
to reach such a relationship. 
rn rn rn 
THE THIRD positive aspect 
of the General Mission of the 
Presbyterian Church program 
is that it recognizes that the 
Christian quality of an act is 
affected by the decision which 
led to that act. No congrega­ 
tion is denied a right to its 
own decision by having a quota 


or goal set for it. The individ­ 
ual makes his own decision on 
his own pledge. The congrega­ 
tion makes its own decision on 
the basis of congregational ac­ 
ceptances. The General Assem­ 
bly sets its budgets on t h e 
basis of pledges received from 
the Presbyteries. 
In the area of stewardship, 
here are three positive aspects 
of the Presbyterian program 
which are being carefully stud­ 
ied in many denominat i o n s : 
godly tension resolved in part 
through long-range planning: 
proportionate 
responsibi I i t y 
and proportionate response: de­ 
cisions and who shall make 
them. 


THAT SUCH a policy, term­ 
ed unworkable by skeptics four 
years ago, is beginning to pay 
off, is shown by the county’s 
latest figures on juvenile de­ 
linquents, he said. 
W h i l e lacking s p e c i f ic 
figures, the county’s 
number 
of juvenile offenders has for 
the first six months of this year 
declined in proportion to the 
population increase for the first 
time since 1956. 
In that y e a r , the Chicago 
park d i s t r i c t police, t h e 
sheriff’s and suburban police 
handled a total of 23,000 de­ 
linquency complaints. 
In the face of a nationwide 
r i s i n g wave of delinquency 
w’hen he took office in 1954, 
Sheriff Lohman, an assist a nt 
sociology professor at the Uni­ 
versity of Chicago for 15 years, 
set a b o u t establishing “a 
model” juvenile bureau 
f o r 
Cook county. 
The bureau was increased to 
five times its previous size. Its 
present staff consists of a di­ 
rector, 
assistant 
d i r e c tor, 
16 juvenile o f f i cers, consult­ 
ants, and technicians. 
LOHMAN established a four- 
part program for the bureau. 
First, are the routine duties of 
investiga t i o n of complaints 
against juveniles, arrests, re­ 
ferrals to court, 
and 
police 
surveillance. 
Case finding makes up t h e 
second area. Two agencies, the 
school and the police, are of 
crucial importance in spotting 
the e a r l y symptoms of de­ 
linquency w'hen they first arise, 
said Klein. 
“In the course of his daily 
routine, a law officer acquires 
a close familiarity with trouble 
spots and problem 
cases 
in 
various communities,” he said. 
“As for schools,” Klein con­ 
tinued, “p o l i c e officers are 
learning from bitter experience 
that truancy today is not an 
act to be 
dismissed 
lightly. 
Truants and school drop-outs 
are a major source of potential 
delinquency.” 
“When children are not con­ 
structively occupied in school 
they try to hide their absence 
from school from responsible 
adults, and in so doing they 
tend to seek out the associa­ 
tion of the more unwholesome 
e l e m e n t s in the commun­ 
ity who 
care 
little 
or 
not 
whether they are in school,” 
Klein continued. 
SUPPORTING this contention 
is the fact that 61 per cent of 
all delinquents in the United 
States between the ages of 8 
and 17 are 
not enrolled 
in 
school 
Of the 600,000 youths drop­ 
ping out of school 
annually, 
50 per cen^ remain unemployed 
for extending lengths of time. 
When a student 
is 
absent 
from school for more than two 
days without an excuse or is 
chronically truant, the C o o k 
county super i n t e n d e nt of 
schools notifies 
the 
sheriff's 
district office, and a juvenile 
officer checks on the young­ 
ster’s whereabouts. 
“In many 
instances we’ve 
found that nothing more than 
shame from a lack of decent 
clothing or pair of shoes has 
kept a child out of schoql,” 
said Klein. 
In these instances the child’s 
parents are referred to a social 
welfare agency. 
In other i n s t a n c e s , the 
youngster may have emotional 
problems that require psychia- 


t r i c 
attention. Again 
t b s 
proper agency is contacted for 
the family by the sheriff’s of­ 
fice. said Klein. 
THESE ARE pre-delinquent 
cases, explained Klein, and if 
found in time may never have 
to start the long trek through 
the courts to St. Charles or 
Sheridan (Illinois Youth Com­ 
mission schools for delinquent 
boys). 
The third responsibility out­ 
lined by Lohman for the ju­ 
venile bureau is the “following 
up’’ of delinquent cases. 
“Too often the emphasis in 
p o l i c e work relative to ju­ 
veniles consists only of the 
n e g a t i v e functions of ar- 
r e s t 
and 
detention,’* 
said 
Klein. 
Two out of three juvenile 
delinquency cases are handled 
and disposed of by police de­ 
partments in the United States 
as “station adjustments” with 
no follow up on the case, he 
said. 
UNDER LOHMAN’s 
direc­ 
tion all county juvenile work­ 
ers are schooled in the many 
services provided by v a nous 
public and 
private 
s o c i a l 
agencies which are set up to 
help handle 
the 
adjustment 
problems of juveniles. 
“P r i o r to Lohman taking 
over the sheriff’s office many 
parents didn’t even know such 
things as the YMCA existed, 
much less the Institute for Ju­ 
venile Research,” said Klein. 
The juvenile officer is 
re­ 
quired to check back and see 
what progress is being made 
with his referral. If the agency 
is not equipped to handle the 
problem, or if more s e r ious 
problems are involved, the of­ 
ficer may m a k e appropriate 
referrals to other 
agencies. 
Community organization and 
education make up the fourth 
area of wx>rk for the juvenile 
bureau. 
“The basic idea on which the 
bureau developed its program 
is that the problem of the ju- 
• •

venile offender should if at all 
possible be solved in his home 
community,” said Klein. 
THE BIG problem, accord­ 
ing to Klein, is to interest the 
community in the problem of 
juvenile delinquency. 
“Too many families say ‘let 
the police or schools take care 
of the delinquents’ problems’,** 
said Klein. “They’re not con­ 
cerned with juvenile d e I i n- 
quents until they wake up one 
morning and find their own 
son or daughter has become 
one.*! 
County juvenile officers are 
always available to help and 
advise local communities 
in 
setting up delinquency preven­ 
tion programs. 
Other facets of the juvenile 
b u r e a u s operation initiated 
under Sheriff Lohman are: 
—A central file on juvenile 
offenders. Started in 1956 the 
file contains the names of over 
1,000 juvenile o f f e n ders and 
prevents delinquents from “us­ 
ing” 
police departments 
by 
falsely claiming that they are 
first offenders when caught in 
a delinquent act. 
—Radio and television pro­ 
gramming. W i t h i n t h r e e 
m o n t h s after taking office, 
Lohman began to utilize tele­ 
vision to spread understanding 
of the mounting 
delinquency 
problem. 
—The Sheriff’s a d v i s o r y 
council on juvenile delinquency. 
Now in its fourth year of op­ 
eration, this council is com­ 
posed of 150 members from all 
f i e l d s — social wrork e r s , 
clergymen, police, journalists, 
attorneys, PT A members, edu­ 
cators, and others who are 
willing to advise 
and 
work 
with young people. 
WHILE KLEIN sees continu­ 
ed improvement of the juvenile 
delinquency problem in Cook 
county if the programs initiat­ 
ed under Sheriff Lohman are 
continued, he says: 
"There is no easy answer to 
juvenile delinquency. It’s n o t 
just ‘nothing to do,’ ‘bad par­ 
ents,’ 'a poor neighborhood,’ or 
any one of many other things 
attributed to delinquency. A 
successful program to combat 
delinquency must have the co­ 
operation of ail phases of the 
community.” 
Aged Are Hospital Problem

Hospital and medical lead­ 
ers are giving a great deal of 
thought these days to the care 
of the aged. The older people 
are increasing in number in 
relation to the rest of the popu­ 
lation. The reason for this is 
the growing life expectancy 
which has increased from 60 
in 1935 to an estimated 70 at 
the present time. Thanks to 
modem medical and hospital 
care, even an octogenarian can 
undergo a major operation and 
stage a bouncing comeback. 
Recently the American Den­ 
tal Association, the American 
Hospital Association, the Amer­ 
ican Medical Association and 
the American Nursing H o m e 


Association got together to es­ 
tablish a Joint Council to Im­ 
prove the Health Care of the 
Aged. 
Objectives 
of 
the 
council 
were announced as: “ (I) To 
identify and analyze the health 
needs of the aged; (2) to ap­ 
praise 
available 
health 
re­ 
sources for the aged; and (3) 
to develop programs to foster 
the best possible health care 
for the aged regardless of their 
economic status.’’ 
ONE FACET of the council’s 
broad-range program will be 
to work closely with health in­ 
surance groups in an effort to 
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improve the coverage of the 
aged and to see that their in­ 
surance dollars go further. 
It is the belief of the Joint 
Council that much can be done 
for older people by the states 
and communities, and 
t h e 
council will seek to stimulate 
the activities at these levels of 
government. 
Health authorities agree that 
jgood hospital facilities are most 
important in any such pro­ 
gram. They agree further that 
senior citizens are better off if 
they can stay in their own 
homes and remain active in 
their own communities. Hospi­ 
tal treatment is primarily for 
the purpose of getting them 
back on their feet and actively 
pursuing their interests.

EZRA SOLOMAN, professor of 
finance at the University of Chi­ 
cago, told business leaders, at a 
meeting honoring the 
business 
school’s 60th anniversary: 
“ If we look at total plant and 
equipment 
spending 
and 
total 
employment, it is 
fairly 
clear 
that Chicago’s 
share 
in 
most* 
forms of manufacturing, except 
prim ary metals, is d e c l i n i n g 
gradually but steadily. This is 
not necessarily a bad thing, but j 
it does imply that we ought to 
do some rethinking about basic 
policies with respect to people; 
and industries. While no set pol-1 
icy exists, I think it is reasonable I 
to say that as a city, our tenden- j 
cy has been to resist the exodus j 
of existing types of industries, 
and to welcome the inflow’ of new 
j people.

THIS IS TRUE, he said, be­ 
cause studies have been made on 
broader levels in the past. More 
recently, however, he said, have 
come well-defined 
a c c o u n t s 
which trace the flow’ of produc­ 
tion, income, spending, and sav­ 
ing on the national level. 
But 
the information on each metro­ 
politan area within the nation has 
not been available until the past 
few years. 
The first important step in un­ 
derstanding and attempting t o 
improve these “little economies” 
came in 1950, when the census 
bureau adopted standard defini­ 
tions for metropolitan areas. In 
the case of Chicago, 
Soloman 
said, this was defined as five Il­ 
linois counties - Cook, Du Page, 
Kane, Will and Lake - and Lake 
county, Indiana. 
“The research study we have 
been conducting at the school of 
business is part of this broad at­

standing of the economy of met­ 
ropolitan Chicago,” he said. 
Tile studies have revealed that 
since World War II about 5.4 per 
cent of the gross national product 
has originated 
in Chicago. 
In 
1955, gross metropolitan product 
was $21 billion. Soloman com­ 
pared this with the gross nation­ 
al product of Italy that 
year, 
which stood at $21.8 billion, and 
Canada, at $26.8 billion.

CHICAGO INCOME that year 
was $17.1 billion, or 5.45 per cent 
^ the nation’s income. Since on- 
' ly 3.68 per cent of the nation 
lived in Chicago, per capita pro­ 
duction here was about 48 per 
cent higher than 
the 
national 
average, Soloman pointed out. 
These latter figures, when ad­ 
justed to show income t h a t 
stayed in Chicago and which was 
not taken out by investors, was 
still $15.5 billion, 
or 
5.05 
per 
cent of the total personal income 
received in the nation. On this 
income, Chicagoans paid nearly 
$2 billion in direct persona! taxes. 
Chicagoans paid more on the 
average in taxes than the rest 
of the nation, but the disposable 
income here was still some 35 
per cent higher than the national 
average, Soloman said. 
Chicagoans spent 
m o r e 
on 
services than the nation did. but 
less on goods. They also saved 
a bigger proportion on their in­ 
come.

B IT SOLOMAN said that 
a 
common misconception 
a b o u t 
Chicago’s economy is “that our 
industrial diversity makes us less 
vulnerable to recessions. 
“ Employment here 
falls 
far 
more during recessions than it 
does in the nation. If we exclude 
Detroit, Pittsburgh, and Buffalo 
and Cleveland it fell more sharp­ 
ly here during the recent reces­ 
sion than in any 
other major 
area. Approximately 
the 
same 
thing happened 
in 
the 1953-54 
downturn. 
“The fact that Chicago unem­ 
ployment does not fully reflect 
the decline in activity is due to 
the fact that people here tend 
to withdraw from the labor force 
during recessions. Thus, the full 
fall 
in 
employment 
does 
not 
show up as a rise in unemploy­ 
ment.” 
The economist then said that 
the withdrawal of various indus­ 
tries from the Chicago area could 
and would hurt local economy in 
future recessions with increasing 
seriousness, and urged business 


to encourage the inflow of new 
types of industry.

How Marriage Affects Your Social Security Benefits 


by JULIUS BERMAN 
Ever since the enactm ent of the 
original social security law, m ar­ 
riage or rem arriage has often 
been a reason for ending social 
security benefit payments to de­ 
pendents or survivors of insured 
workers. In m any cases, it is still 
a cause for the term ination 
of 
benefits. The 
law, 
as 
recently 
amended, 
however, 
rem o v e s 
6ome of the restrictions. 
For example, Mrs. Flor e n c e 
Jackson, 64. was widowed t w o 
years ago. She has continued to 


live in the home she and l i e r 
husband bought soon after their 
m arriage, and has been receiving 
a social security widow's benefit. 
She has been lonely and has wel­ 
comed the friendship of F r a n k 
Brown, 
a 
lifelong 
neigh b o r . 
Frank, 72, and a widower f o r 
m any years, lives in a small fur­ 
nished room, on the income from 
the 
monthly 
social 
securi t y 
checks paid to him because he 
was dependent upon his seal, Bill, 
when Bill died a num ber of years 
ago.

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RECENTLY, IT HAS occurred 
to Mrs. Jackson and Mr. Brown 
that it would be both pleasan t;

A change in the social secuity j 
law will now make it possible for 
them to go ahead with their m ar­ 
riage plans. Under this change, 
a dependent s social security ben­ 
efit payments will not stop if he

who is also receiving social sec­ 
urity payments as a dependent, j 
A woman receiving widow's ben-1 
efits can therefore m arry a p e r-; 
son who, like Mr. Brown, is get­ 
ting dependent parent's benefits, 
or she can m arry someone who

abled sot or daughter of a r e ­ 
tired or deceased worker. 
M arriage to a person who is 
not receiving social security ben­ 
efits will still end the bene f i t 
rights (present and future) of a 
dependent-beneficiary. 
But 
a n ­ 
other change in the law will help 
dependent - beneficiaries 
w h o 
m arry persons who are now or 
who m ay soon be getting old-age 
insurance or disability insurance 
benefits. Until now, such a m ar­ 
riage would have ended the de­ 
pendent’s benefits and he or she 
w’ould have had to wait at least 
three years to get benefits as the 
dependent of the new spouse, or 
in the event of his death, s h e 
would not have been able to qual­ 
ify for benefits as his widow un­ 
less the m arriage had been i n 
effect for at least one year. 
THE 1958 AMENDMENTS t o 
the law remove these periods. 
Someone like Mrs. Jackson could 
therefore m arry a m an w’ho is 
getting old-age insurance bene • 
fits and qualify imm ediately for 
wife’s benefits based on his so­ 
cial security account. 
In the first article of this ser­ 
ies. I touched briefly on the dis­ 
ability provisions of the s o c i a l 
security law. In my next article 
I shall explain how these changes 
can m ean paym ents to m any peo­

Northwest suburban high schools are gradually be­ 
coming known as the “hotbed of wrestling” in Illinois. 
Each year the “grunt and groan boys,” who don’t do that 
sort of thing in prep circles where the sport is taken seri­ 
ously, are becoming more and more popular. Wrestling is 
to the point now where it has become a spectator sport 
rather than a participating sport. 
This puts wrestling on a level with football and basketball 
where it is helping to pay its own way. We don’t mean to say that 
wrestling has near the drawing power that football or basketball 
has. 
But don’t be mistaken for a minute that its popularity isn’t 
rising as rapidly as a satellite. This winter wrestling becomes a full 
fledged member of the West Suburban conference, counting in the 
President’s Cup standings as much as any of the other seven events. 
Last spring Arlington set an all-time record for the largest attend­ 
ance and gate receipts ever at a state wrestling meet. 
The figure 
was in excess of $3,200. This is nearly $1,300 more than the prev­ 
ious high at Proviso in 1956. 


Cards Host State Wrestling Meet 


SO POWERFUL is the wrestling fan drawing power that the 
state meet has been rescheduled for Arlington. 
Grapplers from 
Cairo to Zion-Benton are due to arrive in the Heights for the state 
meet next March 6 and 7. Interest is so high that 1,800 boys paid 
entry fees to the Illinois High School association to enter district 
tournaments last spring. Because of the huge numbers, 14 district 
tournaments were held for the first time last season. 
This is in 
addition to seven sectionals from previous years. 
Right in the 
northwest suburbs Arlington, Maine and Glenbrook have more than 
IOO wrestlers out each season. Palatine is closely approaching that 
number. 
Tuesday night the first of six IHSA rules interpretation meet­ 
ings was held at Palatine high school by B. R. (Pat) Patterson, 
University of Illinois wrestling coach. He told this reporter that more 
wrestling coaches were at this one meeting than were at a wrest­ 
ling clinic and interpretation meeting he attended Monday in 
Indianapolis for the entire state of Indiana. Slightly more than IOO 
attended the Palatine meeting. What makes Patterson’s remark so 
striking is that the Palatine meeting is just one of six he’ll hold 
throughout the state this month. 


Wrestling Double That of 1951 


HIGH SCHOOLS are adopting wrestling left and right. As of 
last spring, 114 high schools in Illinois listed it on their athletic 
program. This is double what it was in 1951. Interest on the part 
of both spectators and participants has mushroomed. 
Each year 
coaching and the caliber of WTestler that goes on to college is 
improving throughout Illinois, Patterson noted. As for the Chicago 
suburbs, he quipped, “I’d like to have all the seniors who come out 
of a few’ wrestling leagues in this area and I’d be more than happy.” 
Each year as the sport progresses, rule makers, who in effect 
are the coaches and officials, are attempting to make the sport safer 
and more “eye-catching” to the public. Once again coaches and offi­ 
cials hit illegal holds and actions which tend to injure a wrestler. 
Officials are now to the point where if there is any question of an 
injurious hold, they immediately break the two grapplers. Stalling, 
one of the sport’s big “bug-a-boos,” received more attention as 
officials were told to warn matmen to keep the sport alive rather 
than a couple of hunks on the canvass. 


TV Fans Get False Ideas 


WRESTLING COACHES on the prep level have done an out­ 
standing job of policing their ranks to make sure the “undesirable” 
student is not among the wrestlers to learn more ways of prac­ 
ticing malicious mischief. From reports of West Suburban and Tri- 
County coaches, sudh a thing doesn’t exist because it s nipped in 
the bud. 
Then too, maybe some of the ideas about wrestling have been 
obtained from TV sets in days when “rasslin” was popular. 
There 
ary no acts on a high school mat. There s no one being flung out of a 
ring. Theres no one being beaten to a pulp, or any other trick to 
portray how mean a person can be before a TV camera. Wrestling 
coaches have a very sour attitude towards “rasslin.” 
Most feel it 
has given the sport a black eye. 
Often coaches find new youths 
coming out for the sport in the lighter weights—95, 103 or 112 
pounds. 
Once again “rasslin’’ gave an impression that this sport is 
only for big boys. Basketball or football isn’t as selective as wrest­ 
ling. There are a dozen weight classi fi act ions spaced no more than 
IO pounds apart to give equal competition.

County Judge 6tto Kemer will 
resume hearings November 20 on 
a petition to disconnect the area 
knmvn as Barrington East Coun­ 
tryside 
from 
the 
Metropolitan 
Sanitary District. 
Five continuances have been 
granted by Judge Kemer pend­ 
ing a decision by the Cook coun­ 
ty board on whether to rezone 


96.5 acres contiguous to the vil­ 
lage of Barrington from farm ­ 
ing to R4 residential. The com­ 
missioners recently voted against 
rezoning. 
The Sanitary District was set 
i to oppose the disconnection peti­ 
tion if the land had been re­ 
zoned, said the district’s attorney, 
Peter Kuh. 


THE REZONING petition was 
fried early this year by Barring­ 
ton Woods, Inc., 
and 
Don 
C. 
Maxon, president. 
The disconnection petition was 
filed in County' court last March 
by Attorney Edward J. Wright 
on behalf of about 150 voters and 
property owners in the area. 
The tract is bounded generally 
by the Lake-Cook county l i n e 
(north!, the village of Barring­ 
ton (west), 'Northwest hwy and 
Dundee rd. (south!, and by for­ 
est preserve district lands bor­ 


dering Quentin rd. (east). 
More than one-third of the un­ 
incorporated 
territory 
is farm 
land, Wright said, adding that 
the remainder is comprised of one 
to five-acre home sites with the 
exception of 200 acres being de­ 
veloped as a golf course.

THE AREA is on the border of 
the metropolitan sanitary district 
which has not extended sewage 
or drainage facilities nor provid­ 
ed sewage treatment plant facili­ 
ties for the community, Wright 


said. 
The community is in a water­ 
shed flowing west of the F o x 
river. The proposed disconnec­ 
tion would not isolate any of the 
metropolitan district’s remaining 
territory, Wright said.

On heavily piled fabrics, 
lengthen stitches as for piled na­

fabrics.

stitching, 
comb fibers caught in seams. 
Dacron and nylon threads are 
best because they are most elas­ 
tic. Nylon is sometimes difficult 
to use because it 
is 
extremely 
elastic, but it is being improved. 
Synthetic thread makes 
a finer 
stitch, so it is better for visible 
stitching. 
Mercerized 
thread 
is 
acceptable. 
Use 
fine, 
sharp 
sewing 
ma­ 
chine and hand needles—size 12- 
14 machine needles and size 8- 
10 hand needles. 
Sew at a slow er and more even 
speed 
for 
synthetics 
than 
you 
might 
for 
other 
fabrics. 
This 
helps to keep the needle from 
getting too hot (due to the abra­ 
sive resistance of the fibers). It 
also helps the thread retain 
its 
elasticity. This retention of elas­ 
ticity is especially important for 
fine sheers to avoid puckering on 
the 
lengthwise 
grain. 
Stitching 
sheers over tissue paper or news­ 
print will also help 
to 
prevent 
puckering. 
Stay-stitch where necessary as 
you would 
on 
garments 
made 
with natural fibers. 
If you must rip some stitching, 
do 
it 
carefully, 
cutting

threads to prevent distortion

Temperatures above zero, even 
when they’re below “ freezing” 
temperature of 32 degrees Fahr­ 
enheit, won t keep foods at their 
best for long. The foods may 
stay solid and look safe, but ac­ 
tually they are losing quality. 
A THERMOMETER is the best 


way to test your freezer’s tem­ 
perature, but you can get a rough 
idea by noting the condition of 
ice cream. If it stays frozen hard, 
you can be sure that the tem­ 
perature is IO degrees Fahren­ 
heit or lower. 
If your freezer holds foods at 
IO to 20 degrees Fahrenheit, buy 
only small amounts of food at a 
time and use them in a few days. 
If the freezer temperature is 
consistently above zero, call a 
repair man or check with the 
dealer. But if the temperature 
only occasionally rises above ze- 
i ro, the freezer may need de­ 
frosting,

electrical

may be overloaded or you may 
I be freezing too much food from 
the unfrozen state.

Program , according to a state­ 
ment by Carl M. Bonnet, chair­ 
man of the local ASC office. 
Beginning with the 1959 calen­ 
dar year a new program change 
requires that a proper soil test 
m ust be 
on 
file 
before cost- 
sharing assistance for limestone 
and rock phosphate can be ap­ 
proved under the Agricult u r a l 
Conservation Program. “ It is for 
this reason that we make a par­ 
ticular point of urging farmers 
to take their soil samples 
this 
fall and have tests run at the 
earliest possible date,” explained 
Bonnet. 
ACTUALLY THIS suggestion is 
Just a m atter of good business 
regardless of interest or desire 
in the Agricultural Conservation 
Program. Certainly one of t h e 


b a s i c steps in planning next 
year’s operations is to find out 
what the land needs in the way 
of limestone and fertilizers. This 
is determined by 
a 
soil 
test 
which is our best guide to the 
wise use of rather expensive ma­ 
terials. 
There are a number of ad­ 
vantages in handling this m atter 
at this time of year.

Good Grapefruit Deserve 
Good Knives 


The citrus fruit in your local market is sure to be good and you 
need have no worry about damage from the recent cold snap in 
Florida. The State withheld all shipments until affected fruit 
be recognized and destroyed. 
You'll find fixing Florida grapefruit halves or sectionize tile 
whole fruit for use rn salads and fruit cups really a cinch if you 
use the right tools for the task—good sharp paring knives. Experts 
seem to agree on a short, straight bladed Knife for separating the 
fruit from the dividing membranes in halves. If you like the seeded 
fruit (and many people prefer it) but not the chore of removing 
the seeds, cut around the seeds, removing them with the com from 
the center. 
To section the whole fruit, peel like an apple, and then cut from 
the outside down to the core with a knife blade about 5 or 6 inches 
long; slip out section by pulling knife back along next membrane. 
Grapefruit is at its peak erf quality right now, and makes a wonder­ 
ful first or last course—sensible because R has a good low calorie
